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SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT, 


The undersigned, Superintending School Committee of the town 
of Nashville, respectfully submit the following report: 

Ar the annual meeting in March last, Rev. L. C. Matlack, Dr. 
J. H. Graves, and Albin Beard, were chosen Superintending School 
Committee for the town of Nashville. Before the summer schools 
closed, Mr. Matlack moved from town and his place became vacant. 
In the fall, Dr. Graves was taken sick, and-at the time of the com- 
mencement of the winter schools he was able only to make a very 
short visit to two of the schools in the second district. The whole 
labor of visiting and superintending the schools thus devolved upon 
the last named of the committee, with only the council of his re- 
maining associate to aid him. He discharged the duty thus unex- 
pectedly forced upon him, as faithfully as his best efforts could en- 
able him todo. In the month of January, Dr. Graves was com- 
pelled, by his rapidly declining health, to seek relief in a warmer 
climate, and the valuable council of his experience was thus lost to 
the committee. Before leaving town, he resigned his office, and in 
the mean time circumstances of an unpleasant nature having occur- 
red, which will be referred to in another part of this report, it was 
desirable and necessary that the vacancy should be filled. The 
Selectmen accordingly appointed Charles F. Gove. The duty of 
the usual visits and the examinations of the schools, however, was 
performed by the other member of the committee alone. 


With the single exception of the upper school in the second dis- 
trict, during the winter, it is doubtful if the schools in the town have 
ever maintained a higher rank than the present year. The teachers 
have generally been of a high order, and haye discharged their du- 
ty, so far as the committee have learned, to the entire approval of 
all interested. And the occasion is taken here, to urge upon school 
districts the importance of retaining in their service the teachers 
who have won their confidence by their success. ‘The advantages 
of permanence in this particular, are incalculable. 

The committee have directed no change in the books used in the 
schools. For reading books, they found Messrs. Russell and Golds- 
bury’s series a good deal in use, and although they did not think 
them the best before the public, nor much like the manner in which 
they were thrust into the schools by the agent of the publishers, 
without any other authority than the mere recommendation of the 
committee of last year, and before any action had been had by the 
committee of this year, they did not think it advisable to make any 
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change. The multiplicity of books upon a single subject, in many 
of our schools, is an evil which should be remedied. In some, not 
less than four arithmetics were used, and as many geographies. 
Smith’s and Wells’s Grammars were found side by side, and their 
points of difference were no advantage. 

Writing has been taught ‘in all the schools except the primary, 
and to'some extent in them, during the year, and with general 
good success. Where instructors are qualified to teach writing— 
as all should be—it is believed to be better for scholars to write 
statedly during the term, than to devote a week or two exclusively 
to it. It affords an agreeable change in the routine of study, and 
it is believed that the effect is more permanent, from its more con- 
stant practice. 

Vocal music has also been generally introduced into the schools 
in the large districts, affording’a pleasant relief from study, and ex- 
erting a happy influence upon the scholars. 


DISTRICT NO, I. 

~The upper school during the summer term, was under the in- 
struction of Miss Rebecca B. Barrows. The school appeared well, 
though much complaint was made of the irregularity of the attend- 
ance. During the last ten weeks the average attendance was only 
one third of the whole number attending. Many of the parents 
failed to take the interest in this matter which its importance de- 
mands, and children were ‘allowed to go and come at their own 
pleasure, to an extent fatal to the interest of the school. At the 
closing examination, the attendance was so very small as that it was 
not possible to form a satisfactory opinion of its progress. Another 
evil under which the teacher labored, was the great multiplicity of 
books upon. the same subject, and the consequent multiplicity of 
classes. Her time was often taken up with a class of three or four, 
which could have been as profitably given to a class of a dozen or 
twenty. Parents practice a miserable economy, when they decline 
to furnish their children with the books generally used in school. 
In spite of these disadvantages, however, the school seemed to have 
made commendable progress, and afforded evidence of having en- 
joyed the benefit of a faithful teacher. 

Tn the winter term, this , school was taught by Mr. Samuel T. 
Jones, who has the energy, both physical and mental, to command 
success in teaching, even without eminent literary attainments, He 
succeeded early in the term, in exciting a general interest in the 
school, which was kept up throughout. He gave his whole energy 
to his business and secured very gratifying results. Besides the 
usual exercises of the school, he met his scholars one evening in 
each week, for the purposes of reading, spelling, declamation, sing- 
ing, &e. » These meetings were always fully attended, and con- 
ducted with strict order. They afforded a pleasant eyening’s recre- 
ation, excited an interest in the school, and poe ae good feeling 
between teacher and scholars. ‘The. attendance, which had, been, 
sO irregular during the summer term, compares fayorably with any 
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other school in town. . The examination was highly ereditable—in 
the higher branches particularly so. Much attention had been giv- 
en to reading, and the improvement in this important branch of 
study, was very decided. 

The primary schocl, during both terms was under the excellent 
instruction of Miss Frances Meriam, whose success in the district 
some years ago, secured to her the highest reputation as a teacher. 
The school was a beautiful one, and the closing examination of the 
winter term most gratifying to the large number of parents who at- 
tended it,and to the committee. The district are pb ie in the 
pride they feel in this school. 

The importance of so altering the seats in this school-room as that 
the children can reach the floor with their feet, while sitting upon 
them, is most earnestly urged upon the attention of the district. 


DISTRICT NOs IL. : 

The upper school in this district, durmg the summer term, was 
under the instruction of Miss L. A. Swallow and Miss’ Mary A. 
Holmes. Both of these teachers were well qualified for their sta- 
tion, and the school made good progress, and gave general satisfac- 
tion tothe district. It was aan with energy and taught with 
efficiency. 

For the winter term, Mr. S. P. Coburn was employed as princi- 
pal, and Miss Swallow was retained as assistant. Mr. Coburn pos- 
» sessed every requisite qualification for a teacher of a well ordered, 
well disposed school, and only lacked the physical energy which 
seemed necessary for the successful management of this. Some of 
the larger boys took an early opportunity to set his authority at de- 
fiance, and seemed intent upon haying school in their own way. 
Their wilful violation of wholesome and necessary requirements 
was met with kipd-words, but they were powerless upon the minds 
of some of the scholars, and more powerful means seemed indis- 
pensable.. After the experience of the last year in this district, the 
committee had determined upon a vigorous effort to secure the i 
der and usefulness of the school,.and at the outset they took a po- 
sition, determined to sustain the teacher in any reasonable means to 
enforce obedience and maintain order, though they extended to se- 
verer punishment than the so called philanthropy of the present day 
sanctions. Kind words and entreaties had been tried, and had fail- 
ed—they were unappreciated, or at least unheeded, and more for- 
cible means were recommended. Corporeal punishment was re- 
sorted to in some cases, but physical ability and energy were want-_ 
ing to make it general; the school became noisy and disorderly, and 
of course its usefulness was nearly destroyed. Cheerful testimo- 
ny is borne to the sincere desire and apparent effort of many of the 
scholars, including some of the largest, to make the best use of the 
advantages afforded them, but their efforts were rendered almost in 
vain, by the disordely conduct of others. Some of the larger boys 
left the: school rather than comply with the requirements of the 
committee in regard to some acts of insubordination. After about 
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ten weeks, the health of Mr. Coburn failed, and he was obliged to 
give up the school. In the mean time, Miss Swallow, having re- 
ceived the offer of an advantageous situation as a teacher in a dis- 
tant State, accepted it, and also left the school. 

After a vacation of one week, the school was recommenced by 
Mr. James T. Buttrick, assisted by Miss L. M. Wilson. An early 
occasion was improved to try the metal of Mr. Buttrick. His au- 
thority was resisted, but it was found that he had both the disposi- 
tion and the power to enforce it. ‘The committee, then consisting 
of the undersigned, visited the school and proclaimed to it, in the 
most decisive terms, that the teacher would be sustained in his ef- 
forts to secure obedience. Subsequently a large number of the 
the older scholars, with one pretext or another, left the school. At 
the closing examination only twenty-five scholars were present. 
But a more orderly school is not often seen. ‘The examination on- 
ly embraced the ground gone over since the present teachers com- 
menced, but as far as they had gone, the scholars were thoroughly 
taught, and the recitations were admirable. 

The condition of this school for the last few years, calls loudly 
for some energetic action on the part of the district. With all the 
means for as good a school as can be found in the State, and only 
requiring the proper action to secure it, they are spending their 
money, year after year, in supporting a school to which many of its 
citizens will not send their children. ‘The other schools in the dis- 
trict will probably compare favorably with any in the State. 

The middle school was taught during the summer term, by Miss 
Hannah J. Atwood, whose labors in the district for several years 
have been very successful. The discipline was good, and the im- 
provement highly creditable. 

In the winter term this school was under the instruction of Miss 
Nancy I. Spalding, Miss Atwood having left town. , It sustained its 
good reputation with the change of teachers, and acquitted itself 
well at examination. In consequence of the suspension of the pri- 
mary school in the large school-house, during the winter term, and 
the desire of parents in that neighborhood to send their little chil- 
dren there, the school embraced too wide a range of studies for a 
teacher to do full justice to in a school so large. The school al- 
so suffered from irregular attendance. In spite of these disadyan- 
tages, good progress was made. 

The primary school in the eastern section of the district was un- 
der the instruction of Miss Lydia A. Atwood, both summer and win- 
ter terms. . The school was under excellent training, and appeared 
beautifully at examination, During all of the winter term, the 
teacher labored under the disadvantage of having more scholars 
than could be comfortably accommodated with seats. The school- 
house is calculated for only sixty-four scholars, while at some times 
the number present exceeded ninety... This increased attendance 
was in consequence of the suspension of the primary school at the 
large school-house. The effect of such a crowding together of lit- 
tle children is not only to embarrsas the teacher, but is injurious to 
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the health of the scholars, and should be avoided. The wondet is; 
that so high a degree of discipline could be attained over such a 
crowd, and that so much progress could be secured. 

The primary school in the western part of the district, during the 
summer term, was under the instruction of Miss Sarah A. Winnek, 
and the school presented a very good appearance through the term 
and at examination. It was under strict discipline, and was distin- 
guished for the promptness of its performances. 

During the winter term it was taught by Miss Mary EK. Brown. 
Her school was managed in the most quiet manner, but yet with 
energy and decision, and exhibited a beautiful degree of order, dis- 
cipline, and proficiency. 

A primary school was kept during the summer term at the large 
school-house, by Miss Mary E. Brown. A good number of children 
attended, and the school was a very interesting one, but it was not 
thought expedient to continue it through the winter term, and Miss 
Brown was transferred to the school on Fletcher street. 

The schools in this district are to be continued beyond the annu- 
al town meeting, and of course had to be examined before the close, 
to enable the committee seasonably to prepare their report. The 
attendance is made‘ up to Saturday last. It may be due to the 
schools to say that the examinations where unexpected at the time 
they took place, thus preventing any special preparation. They 
were all the more satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. Ul. 

In the summer term, the school in this district was taught by Miss 
Sarah Rumrill, and was visited by Mr. Matlack and Dr. Graves, but 
for reasons sufficiently explained elsewhere, no account of its con- 
dition was furnished for publication. It is understood, however, 
that the school was well conducted, and to general satisfaction. 

During the winter term the school was under the instruction of 
Mr. Moses G. Foster, who has been very successful as a teacher. 
The order was perfect, and the improvement highly commendable. 
The deportment table may safely challenge that of any school in 
town. ‘The gentlemanly conduct of the large boys was worthy of 
imitation by large boys every where. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 

In the summer term, the school in this district was taught by Miss 
Hannah L. Cutler, and visited by Dr. Graves, and as in the third 
district, no account of its progress has been prepared. The aver: 
age attendance through the term was only seven scholars. 

During the winter term, the school was taught by Miss Sarah B. 
Kendall, and was visited by the committee only at its close. Its 
appearance was highly creditable, and in the studies pursued, the 
scholars had evidently made good progerss. ‘The teacher evidently 
had the energy and attainments necessary for her situation. The 
average attendance reached as high as fifteen. It was much re- 
gretted that on the day of examination the attendance was very 
‘small—some of the best classes being nearly all absent: 
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‘The following table is an abstract of the Teachers’ Reports, 
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The whole number of scholars in town in April last, was 765— 
of which 193 were in the first district, 508 in the second, 39 in the 
third, and 25 in the fourth. Of this number it is believed there are 
none “between fourteen and twenty-one who cannot read and write.” 
The table annexed will show what. portion of these scholars haye 
attended public schools at all. The amount of money expended 
for public schools the present year, is $1654 42, which is appor- 
tioned as follows :—To the first district, $400 00; to the second, 
$1017 10; to the third, $136 37; to the fourth, $100 95,

The foregoing statement of accounts exhibits the financial con- 
dition of the town at this time. By the amount found in the treas- 
ury, the amount assessed, the amount received from the State, 
County and Towns, together with $600 borrowed money, pursuant 
to a, vote of the town authorizing the Selectmen to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding $2000, (after paying $1850 for reservoirs 
and engine-house, and $314 99 for a new road, for which no ap- 
propriation was made at our last annual town meeting,) we have 
been able to meet promptly all demands on the treasury, and have 
a balance of $403 92 left therein. 

The amount of outstanding taxes is unusually large, owing to the 
large number of transient persons taxed when employed in grading 
the Wilton Rail Road, which tax the Collector has not been able to 
obtain. 

It will be seen that our poor farm account shows a small balance 
against it; the deficiency cannot, in our opinion, be justly attribut- 
ed to any want of skill or exertion on the part of the superintend- 
ent, but to causes beyond his, or any human control. We are hap- 
py to say that we have secured his valuable services for another 
year. i

The above is a trifle less than the estimate last year. The engine 
and apparatus are in ‘perfect order, the former ‘haying lately been 
put in complete repair by the workmen who built it. The location. 
of the engine 1s now convenient, but it is not certain that the room 
can be had for a permanent one ; therefore, I think the town should 
procure some suitable place that may be relied upon. 

The Fire Department has been called out to three fires during 
the past season. ‘The first was in the Woods store, so called, oc- 
cupied by George W. Harrison and others, which was considera - 
bly damaged.. The next, was in the saw-mill and machine shop 
belonging to the Jackson Company, which were entirely destroyed. 
The last, which was the most destructive of ‘all, commenced in the 
Central Building, destroying that and the Baptist meeting house, 
the dwelling house of Moses Wood, Timothy Gay’s store, and Shat- 
tuck’s building, so called. Censure has been freely bestowed upon 
the Fire Department for their management at this fire. Whether 
merited or not, I think the citizens of the place should be extreme- 
ly careful not to form their opinions hastily. Pleasant words wall 
do much more to encourage men to do their duty than harsh ones. 
It is not strange if there are deficiencies in our Fire Department— 
the members of the engine companies are working men, and many 
of them poor men, who are dependent upon their labor for support, 
and they cannot well afford to lose the time which would be neces- 
sary to make them good engine men. | 

With regard to voting engine men three dollars for their services 
for one year, I am opposed to it. If Med ee to be ;paid for their 
services, let them be paid by the hour. ‘Then if they do not work, 
they will be entitled to no pay. But if men are to be censured, whe- 
ther paid or not, for doing the best they.can under the circumstan- 
ces, the individuals who own buildings, and the insurance compa- 
cies, must sustain a Fire Department, or do without an efficient one.
